T His Way was fir ft fratfifed (for ought we know ) by Dottor Ed- 
■* mond: Kirig > andthefuccejs thereof in two Experiments 3 com* 
mUnkated by him to the Royal Society y asfollms 9 
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l. ItookaCalfandaSheep, both of the larger fort , and ha- 
ving prepared a Jugular Fein in each , I planted my Pipes and 
Quills , as is ufpal 3 ' both in the Jugular Vein of the Calf (de- 
signed to be the Eminent) and in that of the Sheep (intended for 
the Recipient .) Then Itook out of the Sheep 49 ounces (Haver 
defois weight) of blood , before any other blood was let in; about 
which time , the company concluding the Sheep to be very faint, 
and finding the blood to run very flowly , I flopped the Vein of 
the Sheep, and unftopp'd the Pipe in the Calf, letting runout 
30 ounces into a Porringer , which was done in about 40 feconds 
of a Minute. Then I convey *d Pipes from the Emittent Calves 
Vein, into the Recipient Sheeps Vein 3 and there ran a good free 
ftream of blood for the fpace of 5 minutes ("though perhaps lefTe 
fwift than the firft 10 ounces.) And not to be deceived in t le run- 
ning , I did often ftrike with my finger the upper part of the 
emitting Vein, and thereby eafily felt every ftroke anfwered on 
the Recipient Vein ^ juftlikea Pulfe. . Andnowfuppofing that by 
this time (viz. the lapfe of 5 minutes) the Sheep had received as 
much., if not more blood, than it had loft, we ftopp'd the cur- 
rent of blood from the Calf , and clofcd alfo the Vein of the 
Sheep $ and then having untied her, and fet her down in the room, 
ihe went about and appeared to have as much ftrength , as fhe had 
before the lofs of her own blood. Then refolving to bleed the 
Sheep to death , we bound her thefecond time, and open'd the 
emittent part of the Vein again 5 whereupon having bled about 
<5o ounces , /he fell into Convulfions - 7 and after the lofs of about 
5 ounces more > fhedied upon the place: and being drefs'd by the 
Butcher, there did not , in all the ufual places, appear above 
3 ounces of blood $ and the whole Sheep look T d of a lovely white 5 
znd the meat of it (to the tafteof thofe, that eat of it ) was veiy 
ftveer. 

The Sheep being dead , we refolv d likewife to fee the Calf 
bleed to death $ but he having bled )o ounces , and then for the 
fpace of 5 minutes more into the Sheep, and refted a good while,, 
the blood by that time began to coagulate in the Vein 5 which 
made me open the Carotid Artery , letting thence run out about 
25 ounces of blood P of a very lovely and vivid colour , vaftly ex- 
celling 
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celling therein the blood of the Vein. The Calf, when dr&d* 
had, by the information of the Butcher , as little blood as the 
Sheep ^ andwefawhim look whiter, thanufually they do In the 
ordinary way of killing. 

a # I took out 45 minces and better > of blood, out of the ju- 
gular Vein of a Sheep , of alefler fize than the former $ by which 
time 5 the Spectators , as well as my felf 5 found her exceeding faint, 
and fome thought her pafs'd recovery , without a fupply of blood # 
Then I conveyed blood from the -Jugular Vein of a Calf into that 
of the Sheep, for thefpaceof 7 minutes , when we did believe, by 
the continuance of a goodftream from the Calf, that theShoep 
had already received more blood , than (he had loft. Whereupon 
we fet her free , and flic had no fooner got her liberty, but feeing 3 
Dog near her (which was a Spaniel y that had formerly buffered the 
tranfmiffionofSheeps-blood intohim) fhe butted with great vio- 
lence at him three or four times, not appearing at all concerned at 
what (he had endured in the Experiment. We keep this Sheep 
alive 5 fhe being fent to grafs again , and feeming hitherto very 
(Irong andlufty. 

The Calf was much larger than the Sheep. We bled the Calf 
to death , and received from him fix Porringers full of blood, af- 
ter the Sheep had been fuppleid , each Porringer containing 
1 1\ ounces of water. The Sheep loft four or the fame meafures 
full of blood j which being fupply'd by that of the Calf , wc 
reckon , that the Calf loft 10 Fuch meafures in all.
